SHOT TO DEATH 
ON INDIANA FARM 


Man, Wife, Two Sons and 
Bodies Found in Differ- 
ent Places. 


LAWRENCEBURG, Ind. May 
17 (AP).—The bodies of five per- 
sons killed with a large-gauge shot- 
gun were found today scatterea 
over a farm in the Laughery Creek 
bottoms near here. 

The dead were: 

Johnston Agrue, 65 years old, 

who lived on the farm and worked 
on the Jefferson ordnance proving 
ground construction project at 
Madison, Ind.; his wife, Nantha, 
60; a son, Leo, 22, who lived on 
the farm with them; another son, 
William, 29, of Lawrenceburg, and 
a granddaughter, Mary Elizabeth 
Breeden, 11, child of William 
Breeden of Lawrenceburg. 
“A neighbor; Joseph Smith, said 
he heard five shots from the Agrue 
place during a windstorm about 5 
Pp. m. ¥ 

This eiitling two other persons 
living nearby, Harvey Sellers and 
his son, William, went to see the 
Agrues. They passed a team of 
horses roaming in a field, their 
harness dragging. 

In the kitchen the table was set 
for six. Nearby they found Mrs. 
Agrue, shot in the head. 

The last of the bodies was not 
found until almost seven hours 
later. 

The grandchild was found in the 
barn, shot in back and face; Agrue 
a quarter of a mile north on a 
road, his dinner bucket beside him; 
hig younger son in a_ roadside 
woods, and the elder in a nearby 
field. The three men had been 
wounded in the back of the. neck. 

The shotgun used in the killings 
has ‘not been found.

He emphasized that the aliens’ 
status was disclosed by the Immi- 
‘ation Service files and that the 
campaign had no connection with 
the recent national alien registra- 
tion.

The recount of the governorship 
vote in St. Louis was within 24 
precincts of completion when the 
Election Board's staff finished 
work for the week at noon yes- 
terday. Republican watchers 
claimed a net gain of 1853 votes 
for Gov. Forrest C. Donnell over 
Lawrence McDaniel, Democrat, in 
the 761 precints recounted. 

The remaining precincts and the 
absentee vote will be finished Mon- 
day. Little change is expected in 
the absentee vote, which was 
counted by the Election Board. 

In the Twenty-fifth, a Repub- 
lican ward, McDaniel made a gain 
figured by the Republican watch- 
ers at three votes. The only other 
ward where a McDaniel gain was | 
conceded was the Sixth, two votes. 

A net gain of 12 is claimed for 
Donnell in the Twenty-fourth, 
largest ward in the city. In the 
Twenty-sixth, with one precinct 
out, Donnell’s gain is placed at 
82; and in th Twenty-seventh, 
with three precincts out, a gain 
of 89 is claimed for Donnell. In 
12 precincts of the Twenty-eighth, 
Donnell’s gain is estimated at 13. 

Of the gain claimed for Don- 
nell in the Twenty-sixth Ward, 
32 .votes were picked up in the 
Twenty-first precinct, which has 
its polling place in Emerson 
School, Page: boulevard and Ar- 
lington avenue. In that precinct, 
it was found, the official tally had 
credited McDaniel with 22 votes 
too many, and Donnell with 10 too 
few. 

Almost the reverse occurred in 
the Twenty-eighth Ward, Seven- 
teenth precinct, voting at 1342 Ho- 
diamont avenue. There the offi- 
cial count gave Donnell 21 votes 
too many and McDaniel seven too 
few, and the rectification gave 
McDaniel a gain of 28 which, how- 
ever, was offset by losses in other 
precincts of the Twenty-eighth. 

In the 761 precincts counted, 126 
Democratic ballots have been 
found on which a line was drawn 
through McDaniel’s name, but no 
XxX was made by Donnell’s name; 
and 22 Republican ballots with a 
line through Donnell’s name and 
no X by McDaniel’s name. These 
ballots, as a rule, were counted 
for no one. If McDaniel were to 
get them, as he has said he should, 
his net gain would be 104, a frac- 
tional offset to what he has lost 
otherwise. 

Democratic watchers of the re- 
count admit that Donnell has 
gained largely in the city, but 
place the figure at a few hundred 
less than that stated by the Re- 
publicans.

Later, as complaints by party 
members of his administration at 
Danzig continued, Rauschning of- 
féred to resign but “Hess explained 
that Hitler would under no cir- 
cumstances tolerate any voluntary 
‘resignation.

Menace of Dakar. 


Besides the French possessions 
in the Western» Hemispher® itself, 
there is another French base which 
is an even greater menace to the 
defense of that hemisphere be- 
cause it can more easily become 
the seat of strong Axis forces; this 
is Dakar, in French West Africa, 
where there is now a French na- 
val force consisting of the new 
battleship Richelieu (probably un- 
able to put to sea, but capable of 
serving as a floating battery), 
three cruisers, two large destroy- 
ers, two or thre submarines. Da- 
kar is about 1800 miles from 
the northeastern shoulder of Bra- 
zil; it commands the narrowest 
part of the Atlantic Ocean, it is 
the point at which Old World air 
power may approach nearest to 
the continental: mass of the New 
World. It is isolated from Europe 
by the expanse of the Sahara Des- 
ert; it may be reached convenient- 
ly only by sea or by air, until the

3. The French insist. that. nego- 
tiations.up to the present relate 
only to’ affairs’ concérning France 
and Germany and in no way.effect 
relations between France and 
any: other government, particular- 
ly the United States.

the prompt transportation of tanks 
and other materials to the Brit- 
ish in that area, Pepper told re- 
porters he personally had no doubt 
that this Government would take 
the necessary steps to see that 
supply ships got through. 

President Roosevelt recently 
lifted combat zone restrictions 
from the Red Sea, thus opening it 
to American shipping. Germany 
later .countered by including the 
area in its declared blockade zone 
land warning it would attempt to 
‘sink any shipping that entered. 

President Roosevelt said at the 
time he threw the area open that 
it was the navy’s duty to pro- 
tect American shipping wherever 
it went legally and the inference 
was that this would hold true in 
the Red Sea as: elsewhere. 

Duty, Pepper Says. 

While Pepper emphasized that 
he knew nothing of the President's 
plans, he said he considered it to 
be Roosevelt’s “duty” to assure 
protection of shipments via the 
Red Sea to Egypt’s “back door.” 

“It is the President’s duty to see 
that our ships and our. commerce 
are not driven off the oceans of 
the earth,” he said, “and I believe 
that it is the intention of our peo- 
ple that the President shall see to 
it that Britain gets the goods/u 
wherever she needs them.” 


Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, differed with Pepper regard- 
ing the public’s attitude. The 
North Dakotan said in an inter- 
view that a trip last week through 
the Middle and Far Western states 
had convinced him that there was 
a rising tide of public sentiment 
against convoys. For that reason, 
Nye said, he and other opponents 
of convoys were quite willing to 
wait for the President to make 
the next move in the controversy.

Through heroic measures, the 
workers were able to meet the 
competition of cheap European la- 
bor, keep their crafts alive and 
hold back the wolf from -the door. 
Then, suddenly, a distant tragedy 
brought them a windfall. Germany 
occupied Czecho-Slovakia in March, 
19398, and a month later: President 
Roosevelt by proclamation rescind- 
ed the trade treaty. The duty of 
60 per cent was restored. 

The effects are eloquently ex- 
pressed in figures supplied by the 
Department of Commerce. The co- 
operative of Lewis County,. West 
Virginia, burst forth into a two- 
shift day. In a year it paid off all 
debts and made a profit of $120,- 
000. Today the plants are running 
full blast, with more orders than 
they can supply. They constitute 
one of the most active segments 
of the national economy. Imports 
of hand-made glass shrank from 
$10,000,000 to less than $1,000,000 
in 1940, and are expected to van- 
ish this year. In 1937, before the 
Hull treaty, exports of hand-made 
domestic glass totaled $9,000,000. 
They were almost wiped out in 
1938-39, but in 1940 soared to $15,- 
000,000, with a prospect of far 
larger sales in 1941. Thus, a trade 
virtually extinct three years ago 
has already expanded its output 
sufficiently to take up an import 
deficit of $9,000,000 and supply $6,- 
000,000 of new markets. 


Domestic Cigarette Papers. 
An industry which the war has 
hastened from an experimental to 
a mass production basis is that of 
making. cigarette papers. These 
were formerly imported almost ex- 
clusively from France, which pos- 
sessed an abundance of their raw 
material, linen rags. There was a 
dearth of linen rags in the United 
States, and scientists some years 
ago began to work out, methods 
for making the papers directly 
from flax straw, available in Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Minnesota. 


The. first large domestic plant 
using flax straw for manufactur- 
ing cigarette papers was set up 
within the last 18 months at 
Pisgah, N. H., and’ French experts 
were brought in to teach the pro- 
cess. Construction is now inder| &* 
way for doubling the plant's ca-

ister Churchill as “so astound- 
ing and splendid” as to “look 
like magic.” 

That “magic” now has been 
invoked to remedy a dearth of

The Royal Air Force was no- 
tified that its fussiness in con- 
stantly changing designs would 
be tolerated no longer.

+ Against their’ protest, he 
merged two of the largest air- 
Plane plants in England, Nuf- 
field and Vickers Supermarine, 
under one management. Labor 
was told that work in shifts 
would be compulsory 24 hours 
a day and seven days a week. 

. Proprietors were-shocked by 
‘a ukase ordering that boards 
of directors be suspended for 
the duration of the war. A 
clean sweep was made of com- 
pany executives and shop fore- 
men, who were replaced with 
technicians responsible not to 
stockholders but to the Gov- 
ernment. Owners and man- 
agers, Lord Beaverbrook had 
convinced himself, were so in- 


verses in North Africa and 
the rout of. British troops in 
Greece. On May 2 Lord Beav- 


erbrook was named Minister of State, an of-' 


fice till then non-existent, and one carrying 
dictatorial powers over production of guns, 
tanks and war material in general. Thus, ac- 
cording to London interpretations, he has 
become in effect Deputy Prime Minister, sec- 
ond in authority to Churchill alone. 


The temper, savage in its realism, with 
which the Minister of State approaches his 
new job was indicated by an editorial which 
appeared in his Daily Express 24 hours after 
the appointment was announced. “Bunk mer- 
chants are at it again,” snarled the Express. 
“Among other fairy tales we read yesterday 
were: 1. The Germany army is rotting in Hol- 
land; 2. There is mutiny among U-boat 
crews; 3. Russia is going to fight Germany. 
On the contrary, we have been licked in Nor- 
way, licked in France, Belgium and Holland, 
licked in Libya and licked in Greece, Believe 
nothing good in this war until you see it and 
until you earn it.” 


Whether or not Lord Beaverbrook’s coun- 
trymen are guilty of a further example of 
the wishful thinking damned: by his newspa- 
per, they are disposed to draw hopeful signs 
from the fact that he is a virtuoso of the 
art and mystery of success. Not only is he 
the author of a tactical handbook on the sub- 
ject, but his career has been of a sort to stag- 
ger Horatio Alger himself. 


Newsboy at 6, Penniless at 20, 
A Multimillionaire 10 Years Later 


The third of nine children of an impover- 
ished Canadian dominie, a newsboy at 6, at 
20.2 penniless insurance agent, a millionaire 
five times over at 30 and a year afterward 
member of the British Parliament; the hid- 
den Warwick who set Ljoye George on the 
road to Prime Minister, and in the process 
annexed a peerege; then the creator of mod- 
ern propaganda and Britain’s No. 1 press 
lord; next, a titan gra»pling with Air Marshal 
Goering for empire of the heavens; and, fi- 
nally, economic autocrat of the United King- 
dom—such, in brief, has been the rise of Eng- 
land’s “miracle man.”

It seemed to me that in this 
shrewd observation Mr. Willkie 
pointed up the exceptional priv- 
ilege, and the special responsibility, 
which are the lot of working news- 
paper men in this country as no- 
where else in the world. Increas- 
ingly during the last 10 years 
newspaper men have been, taken 
behind the scenes and allowed to 
watch the political show from the 
inside. We in Washington have 
been trusted more and more with 
news off the record from the high- 
est sources of Government, 

This is a privilege, but it is also, 
a very 
great responsibility and one which 
we are not perhaps sufficiently 
aware of. I think this is partic- 
ularly true in the critical period 
which we are now living through. 


Roosevelt and the Press 


It was at the beginning of the 
Roosevelt administration that the 
phrase, “off the record,” began to 
take on real significance. It was 
one phase of President Roosevelt’s 
very adroit handling of the work- 
ing press. From his experience in 
Albany he felt he knew how to 
use the off-record restriction with 
the Washington correspondents 
who were to face him twice a week 
at regular press conferences. At 
his very first press conference, 
on March 8, 1933, he defined the 
categories of information that 
would come out of his press con- 
ferences. This is how he defined 
“off the record”: 


“Then the second thing is the 

‘off the record’ information which 
means, of course, confidential in- 
formation which is given only to 
those who attend the conference. 
Now there is one thing I want to 
say right now, about which I 
think you will go along with me. 
I, want to ask you not to repeat 
this ‘off the record’ confidential 
information either to your own edi- 
tors or to your associates who are. 
not here; because there is always 
the danger that, while you people 
may not violate the rule, somebody 
may forget to say, “This is off the 
record and confidential,’ and the 
other party may use it in a story. 
This is to say, it is not to be used 
and not to be told to those fellows 
who happen to come around after 
the conference. In other words, it 
is for those present. ” 
I don’t know how seriously 
President Roosevelt intended this 
to be taken. It very soon became 
obvious that with 100 to 150 cor- 
respondents present, “off the rec- 
ord” in this sfrictest sense meant 
little or nothing.

It is a fairly safe generalization 
that “off the record” means little 
or nothing where there are more 
than 10 or 15 correspondents pres- 
ent. No man or woman present 
may intend to leak out the infor- 
mation, yet, nevertheless, it is vir- 
tually certain to come to light in

“Lo, some Dardan shepherds meanwhile 
came, dragging to the king, with loud 
shouts, a youth whose hands were bound 
behind his back. Though they knew 
him not, he had, without compulsion, 
put himself in their way as they ap- 
proached him, in order to effect this 
plan—open Troy to the Greeks. . He 
was confident in soul and prepared 
either to work out his craft or to submit 
to certain death. 

“From all directions, the youth of 
Troy, in their desire to see the sight, 
rush, crowding around, all eager to mock 
the captive. 

“When at length his fear was removed, 
he made this speech:

Now I have no 
hope of seeing my old fatherland, nor 
the children I love and the parent I 
long to see.’ 

“By means of such deceptions and the 
craft of the perjured Sinon, the state- 
ment was believed, and those men were 
caught by wiles and forced tears whom 
neither Tydides, nor Thessalian Achilles, 
nor 10 years, nor a thousand ships sub- 
dued.”

The Law on Discharging Teachers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE recent letter, “Fire the Old 
Teachers,” commenting on your edi- 
torial, “Why the School Pension Delay?” 


and calling for repeal of the State tenure | 


statute, seems to call for an examination 
of the law on this matter. 

Section 10730, Revised Statutes of 1939, 
is the only section dealing with the em- 


ployment and discharge of teachers in | 


the St. Louis public schools. The por- 
tion of Section 10730 dealing with the 
discharge of teachers reads as follows: 
“The Superintendent shall have pow- 
er to suspend any teacher for cause 
deemed by him sufficient, and the 
Board of Education shall take such 
action upon the restoration or re- 
moval of stich teacher as it may deem 


proper.” 
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“It is the job of the United States to fight with |. 


every weapon at. its disposal any and all attempts’ 


by the Nazis to intrench themselves in Central or 


South America. | 
It is this country’s job | 
charged with the defense of the hemisphere. This 


country would fight at the drop of the hat if Ger-| 


many should attempt to invade the Western Hemi- 
sphere at any point from the Arctic Circle to Tierra 
del Fuego. : 

It is this country’s, job because of the historic 
policy of the Monroe Doctrine, because of treaty 
obligations to our fellow-American Republics, be- 
cause—and this supersedes all other reasons—it is a 
matter of self-preservation. 

If these premises be true, and we do not think 
anyone will gainsay them, then the counsel of prud- 
ence is that we prevent the Nazis from getting any 
sort of a dangerous foothold, economic or otherwise, 
south of the Rio Grande. : 

- In a recent speech in New Orleans, Chairman C. V. 
Whitney of the Pan-American Airways said that the 
Nazis are very ‘active in South American aviation. 
We quote: , | 
Contrary to popular supposition, the demands 
of the war in Europe have not weakened the 
force of the Axis Powers in their drive to control 
the air over South America. The outbreak of 
the war caused suspension of Great Britain's 
plans to establish a network of air lines on the 

Southern Continent. The Dutch are tenaciously 

clinging to one small line on the north coast 

of South America. The aircraft of Air France 


have been grounded. But into this same field, 
the Axis forces in the air continue to move de- 


liberately and aggressively. 

The administration, of course, is fully aware of 
the Nazi problem in South America. Some weeks 
ago, we published a special article describing the 
steps the Government has taken to solve it, includ- 
ing the appointment of Nelson Aldrich Rockefeller 
as Co-ordinator. of Commercial and Cultural Rela- 
tions Between the American Republics. 

The problem is an exceedingly complicated one. 
The United States would defeat its own ends if it at- 
tempted to bully and intimidate the nations of South 
America. These nations are proud of their inde- 
pendence and jealous of their sovereignty.- In some 
of them, moreover, there is a suspicion and distrust 
of the United States, born of the old Dollar Di- 
plomacy era. 

Again, it is idle to suppose that the three Americas 
can form a self-contained economic unit, since many 
of our surpluses, like wheat, hides and beef, dupli-. 
cate the surpluses of South America. In considering 
South America, we must take into account this basic 
economic fact. We must realize that South America 
is bound to trade in peacetime with Europe, as it has 
historically done, no matter who is master of the 
Continent. 

If we face the South American problem with a 
proper respect for the independence of our good 
neighbors and with due regard for basic economic 
realities, we can get much farther than we could 
otherwise. 

In the field of cultural relations, we have been 
remiss. Few Americans can speak Spanish and Por- 
tuguese. Few Americans are acquainted with the 
history, the literature, the art and the customs south 
of the Rio Grande. If there is to be a real community 
of understanding, such things must be repaired.’ 

Much can be done, within the limitations hereto- 
fore mentioned, in improving and increasing trade 
relations. We need Bolivian tin and we need an 
industry to smelt it. We need South American fruits. 
We need Brazilian coffee. We need South American 
rubber. South America, in turn, needs our manu- 
factured products. 

Meantime, as we set about to draw the two halves 
of the hemisphere closer together, we should watch 
South America like a hawk to detect any signs of 
Nazi penetration, we should obtain naval and air 
bases there, we should send large numbers of observ- 
ers to every Central and South American country. 
In short, we should be constantly on the alert to 
prevent Nazi-ism from planting itself on this side 
of the Atlantic.

The special grand jury impaneled yesterday in St. 
Louis County has a great opportunity before it in 
plumbing to the bottom recent events which have 
perplexed and ‘troubled the people of this great sub- 
urban area.

Witthaus indicates the scope of their task, the pow-

upon them. It is a mandate for the grand jury to 
make searching inquiry and to-hit hard. 

The bare outlines of three disturbing situations 
have become visible recently in St. Louis County: 
the County Court’s devious dickering for purchase of 
the County Water Co., the County Court’s strange 
handling of contracts and finances in construction 
of the Lindbergh Bridge and the County Court's se- 
ries of tax reductions, ordered without regard for the 
Board of Equalization’s authority. ; 

“This veil of secrecy should be removed,” ‘said 
Judge Witthaus with reference to the mysterious 
circumstances of the abortive water company deal. 
The same instruction applies also to the two other 
matters, for, as the Court went on to say, “The con- 
duct of county affairs is the business of all the peo- 
ple, and should be free from concealment.” 

Had not part of this secrecy been removed, the 
water company deal might have been coinpleted by 
this time, through the Falzone bill, which was re- 
pudiated by its legislative sponsor when the sinister 
facts began to come out. | 

Light is the.greatest enemy of waste, favoritism, 
self-serving and other manifestations of bad govern- 
ment. It is the grand jury’s job to turn on the light, 
and open the way for justice to be meted out, May 
its 12 members carry out the splendid instructions 
of Judge Witthaus to the very end of the long and 
circuitous trail, : 


From Berlin, Louis Lochner reports that the 
Nazis believe France is doing no more than adopt- 
ing the American “lease-lend” principle in granting 
passage through Syria to German tanks on their 
way to the Persian oil fields. 

To be extremely objective about it, the French- 
Germans have been entitled to the lesson. After 
all, the Axis taught the world about “non-belliger- 
ency” and “undeclared wars.” Tit for tat. 

It’s true that the United States went in for a 
little unofficial fighting around the turn of the 
last century, but that was penny ante stuff hardly 
to be discussed in connection with current con- 
cepts of statecraft. 

Today’s rules are strictly streamlined, as func- 
tional as the philosophy of the age and as efficient 
as its machinery. Nonetheless, we bespeak a mo- 
ment’s quiet remembrance of the days when every 
statesman wore his sash and every seal its ribbon. 
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MR. WOODRING’S SOUND COUNSEL. 

Former Secretary of War Harry H. Woodring 
gave the commencement address at the Lecompton 
(Kan.) High School Friday night. Talking to the 
boys and girls of the graduating class and their 
mothers and fathers, the ex-Cabinet member said 
that “time is the best antiseptic against the speeches 
of some of the excited gentlemen of Washington.” 

Americans of the Middle West, Mr. Woodring 
continued, “are not afraid of war, but they want 
to be convinced that American defenses are ade- 
quate for war, that the war is a defensive war, and 
that a war is necessary to protect the principles 
and rights of freedom for Americans. Only a two- 
ocean navy, the most powerful air force in the 
world, backed up by an enlarged army, can back 
up America’s guarantees to the Western Hemisphere. 
Only time can furnish these necessary defenses.” 

The contrast between this sober, realistic, prac- 
tical counsel and the clamoring for war. which

Since then, I have seen one earnest popu- 
lar conviction after another blow up in our 
faces. I am beginning to wonder if these 
exercises in metaphysics are the best meth- 
od for serving the cause of freedom. 

By the cause of freedom, I mean the na- 
tional interest of the United States. I 
realize this is dangerously definite, but I 
care about the United States, and I am not 
sure what freedom-in-general refers to. 

Is the freedom of America to defend 
its territories and preserve its way of life 
really helped by devoutly believing things 
which are not so? How well can a nation 
of moonbegm-chasers stand up against a 
combination of the most hardboiled dealers 
in brute fact the world has ever seen? 

I refer to the German.and Japanese 
strategists. They win their victories by the 
most painstaking regard for military, po- 
litical, and economic facts. When German 
diplomacy broke down in Yugoslavia, the 
panzer divisions were right there to march 
into the breach. Panzer divisions are not

About $1400 has Been raised thus; Army and naval officers were

shortage of gold braid, because 
the supply, coming exclusively 
from Lyon, France, was eliminat- 
ed by the British blockade. It is 
now announced that domestic man- 
ufacturers are entering this field 
on a large scale. 

Thanks to the war, New Mexico 
is rejoicing in a potash boom. 
Some years ago Congress appro- 
_priated half a million dollars to 
make borings for this chemical, 
and deposits ample enough ,to at- 
tract private capital were found 
in New Mexico. Formerly the 
United States bought from one- 
third to one-half of its potassic 
fertilizers from Germany. Again 
figures tell the story. In 1937 this 
country imported $18,730,649 of 
potash products. Last year the 
total was $5,147,842. | 

The United States normally im- 
ported abgut 5 per cent of its dye- 
stuffs from Germany. Domestic 
industry has not only compensated 
for this loss, but increased its ex- 
ports 5 per cent—a total growth of 
10. per cent. 

Imports of jewelry—chiefly ex- 
pensive trinkets from France and 
“costume” articles from Czecho- 
Slovakia—dropped from $10,500,000 
in 1937 to $7,200,000 in 1040, and 
are likely to cease this year. Do- 
mestie manufacturers have taken

Czecho-Slovakia contributed brass- 
wind instruments, while Germany 
and Belgium supplied wood-wind | 
and percussion instruments, These} 
imports dropped last year to §$2,- 
500,000.. The United States has a 
big musical instrument industry. 
Exports of its products, amount- 
ing to $2,500,000 in 1937, remained 
last year at about the same figure, 
which is regarded as a triumph in 
an era of world-wide. decay in} 
foreign commerce. 

Prior to the German occupation, 
Czecho-Slovakia was America’s 
principal source of cheap  hand- 
woven linens, used for napery, 
bridge-table cloths and the like. 
Imports of flax damasks from that 
country amounted to $855,048 in 
1937, beside $686,327 in cotton table 
damasks, or a total of $1,541,375.

Just Ask Albert Mitchell, Known to 
Radio Fans as The Answer Man, Who. 
Handles Hundreds of Queries Daily 


—Once Lived in Ferguson, St. Louis.

é< Y business is facts,” Albert 
M Mitchell is fond of saying. 
“I -deal in facts. I- delve 
after facts. And everyone- knows 
that nobody loves a fact: man.” 
Fractious. facts would scarcely 
seem to bother Mitchell—better 
known as The Answer Man—for 
on his questions-and-answers radio 
program, he casually tosses off 
some of the gosh-durndest facts 
you've ever heard. An expert who 
has “not yet been stumped, Mitch- 
ell earns his daily bread, nat to 
mention the cigar he sponsors, by 
answering the daffy and some- 
times dizzying questions of his 
public. How high can the little 
bird fly? Who was the first bag 
pipe player? Can a man swim in 
gasoline? Has the Government 
ever been out of debt? Do rats 
know a ship is going to sink? How 
many dollar bills would be rfeeded 
to have a roll big enough to choke 
a horse? 
To these and similar cranium 
crackers, Mitchell throws out the 
answer. It would take 158 dollar 


‘bills to choke a horse; no, rats 


do not ‘know a ship is going to 
sink but they find out quicker 
than the men; yes, the government 
was once out of debt, during An- 
drew Jackson’s second term, 1835; 
and so on. As you know, if you 
hear The Answer Man on KSD 
or one of the many other stations 
on which he appears, the announc- 
er promises that Mitchell will 
answer any question “provided it 
has a definite answer, does not 
violate professional ethics, and is 
not a contest question.” 

Recently a man from Ferguson, 
Mo., wrote The Answer Man, want- 
ing to know how to catch moles. 
This query amused Mitchell great- 
ly, for although he now operates 
his program from Chicago, he is 
a former home town boy—not only 
of St. Louis, but Ferguson, too. 

“And I was the best mole catch- 
er in Ferguson,” he boasted. “I 
used t@ get 50 cents a mole. I 
made more at that than most kids 
do shoveling snow.” 

Mitchell’s original home town 
was neither St. Louis nor Fer- 
gusonh, however; it was New Hope, 
Mo., where he was born. 

“Outside of New Hope,” Mitch- 
ell specified with a fine attention 
to details, “which is outside Els- 
berry, Mo., but my family moved 
to St. Louis when I was 5 years 
old. That was during the Spanish- 
American War.” 

Mitchell’s father, Walter Mitch- 
ell, was with Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. and the family lived at 
5544 Bartmer avenue in winter and 
in Ferguson in summer. Fergu- 
son’s champion mole catcher fre- 
members much of his life here:

included almost every job in the 
entertainment line, from plunking 
piano in a nickleodeon to acting 
as master of ceremonies at the 
Paramount Theater in New York 
—name in lights and everything, 
with those alternately lean and 
lush periods that @haracterize the 
lives of show people. 


He was working as a theater or- 
ganist in Birmingham, Ala., when 
war was declared, April 6, 1917. 

“On April 8, I enlisted,” he said. 
“I was taken out of active mili- 
tary duty because I could play the 
piano. I suppose if it weren’t for 
that I might be pushing up daisies 
in Belgium. I was grateful to my 
mother then for making me prac- 
tice my music, though I sure hated 
it when I was a kid. It took too 
much time away from my baseball, 
football, spitting through knot 
holes, playing marbles and swiping 
rides on ice wagons. 

“When I came back from France, 
a music publisher got me a job 
playing piano in a big Broadway 
cafe. I was a sort of fill-in pianist. 
I played between dances when the 
band wasn’t there. In other words, 
I was intermission, Besides this, 
I wrote music for the revues they 
gave each week, sang in the re- 
vues—for I had a good voice then, 
though I’m not bragging about it 
now—and when I wasn’t playing 
or singing, I’d run the spotlights. 

“Then I got one of my big 
breaks. The’orchestra leader got 
a position somewhere else, so the 
boss made me orchestra leader.”

Nine 
weeks later Mitchell had a spon- 
sor and a contract. The Answer 
Man was on his way. 


The Answer Man now has a 
staff of eight working for him in 
Chicago at a hotel suite, which is 
half office, half apartment, and he 
also has a New York office. At 
this time of the year he averages 
1500 to 2000 letters a week, and 
during the winter, almost double 
that. 


About 20 per cent of the answers 
he gives are found in books. He 
has a small library but a highly 
specialized one. The World Alma- 
nac, he explains, is his Bible. 
About 40 per cent of the answers 
he and his assistants ‘just know,’ 
and for the other 40 per cent they 
write to experts. An elaborate 
card index file system is kept of 
all questions answered, and Mitch- 
ell can dig out an old answer for 
you in two minutes. 


About 300 questions they term 
dailies. These come in, without 
fail, every day, and they have 
mimeographed answers to those. 
One of the most frequent ques- 
tions: “Is President Roosevelt Jew- 
ish?” Answer: He is not. 


“The caliber of the answer I give 
depends on the caliber of the ques- 
tion,” Mitchell said. “We ignore 
questions we call ‘selfish ques- 
tions,’ questions, for instance, ask- 
ing us to help trace a lost rela- 
tive. We try to select those with 
general appeal. Some questions 
have taken me as long as a year 
to dig up an answer. The toughest 
question I ever had was, ‘What 
is the oldest business concern in 
the world?’ I had to write all 
over the world for that one, and 
finally found it was a Swedish

Since the Victorian vogue 
burst upon the decorating scene, 
it has become quite customary 
to see circular tables covered 
with flaring skirts which reach 
to the floor. This style has been 
taken over whole-heartedly for 
summer and many smart tables 
this season will wear slip covers 
of that type. It is quite smart, 
for instance, to make a cover 
with a solid color top button- 
ing on to a striped or flowered, 
flaring skirt just grazing the 
floor. Coffee tables may be 
fitted with a tailored cover hav- 
ing a tight fitting band around 
the edge, exposing the legs; 
while end tables and tiered ta- 
bles may be finished with cov- 
ers that have a ruffled or

as pianos and chests may be slip 
covered effectively, preferrably in 
sturdy materials such as 
bagging, canvas or sailcloth. These 
cavers may be made practical by 
the use of zippered openings. for 
piano keyboards or desk drawers.

And now a few words about 
the slip covering of chairs and 
couches which is, after all, as 
far as most people will go in 
preparing their houses for the 
summer season ahead. This 
year the news is not so much 
concerned with the fabrics avail- 
able as with the many new and 
ingenious methods ¢éf making 
these covers. However, I would 
like to say a word about the ma- 
terials available, especially about 
the wonderful job that has been 
done in co-ordinating them. It 
is no job, today, to pick out 
several fabrics for one room and 
to be sure that they will all go 
together correctly, for many of 
them have been designed espe- 
cially for just such a purpose. 
It is possible for instance, to 
get a floral, a stripe, a plaid and

lend inte one another so that 
they may be used together cor- 
rectly in the same room.

also decoratively effective. Linens 
are now crease-resistant and such 
dress materials as checked ging- 
ham, pique and various cottons 
are high in fashion favor in the 
decorating world. 

Styles in slip covers have 
creased so much in attractiveness 
during the past few years, that 
many people now use them the 
year-round in their homes. Many 
of the newer slip covers are done 
in combinations of two materials, 
frequently with cushions of the 
one and the body of the cover of 
another, or with a_ contrasting 


‘flounce on a plain material. Often 


a plain cover is finished with an 
extra swag over the plain val- 
ance, or a decorative petticoat 
peeks out from beneath a plain 
or pleated skirt. Many covers are 


-™made to appear as if they were , 


held together by big, decorative 
buttons, hooks and .eyes, bows or 
lacings. And most helpful are 
those made with set-on pockets to 
hold. knitting, books or other 
paraphernalia.

DOILIES IN. PINWHEEL DESIGN 


The more there were to cook for 
the better he liked it, and his 
great boast and selling point was 
that his knives were dull and the 
were tender. Aside from 
the fine quality of beef he selected 
he knew the art of broiling and 
also the knack of serving a spoon- 
ful of sauce with each portion of 
steak. 

The basis of the sauce was melt- 
ed butter which was made sizzling 
hot and to one-half cup of melted 
butter he mixed in one-half tea- 
spoon of mixed English mustard, 
two tablespoons of tomato ketchup 
and a dash of Worcestershire 
sauce. This was all stirred to- 
gether until well blended and as 
the heavy china saucer that it was 
mixed in was piping hot the sauce 
held its heat for some time. And, 
by the way, the condiment-butter 
sauce is swell on a broiled lobster. 

BROILED STEAK 

Have steak cut about two inches 
thick and select a cut from the 
sirloin or porterhouse. Have broil- 
er oven hot before putting in the 
steak. Place steak on greased wire 
broiler and expose both sides of 
steak to intense heat or flame un- 
til entire surface is seared. Lower. 
flame to moderate and broil until 
cooked. The average steak, cut 
about two inches thick, will be 
medium rare after 20 minutes of 
broiling. In turning steak on 
broiler: never insert fork in the 
meat but rather in the fat to pre- 
vent loss of juice, Remove to hot 
platter, season with salt and pep-

Filling. 
Three cups rhubarb, three egg 
yolks, one cup sugar, two table- 
spoons flour, one-fourth teaspoon

Cut rhubarb in half inch pieces. 
Rut in colander ‘and pour boiling 
water over it and let drain.

RECORD OF the week: The 
stories about Bix Beiderbecke are 
legend. His trumpet work is. gen- 
erally recognized by those who 
knew him as being the top white 
swing. Less known is his piano 
work, specifically a solo called “In 
a Mist” (Bixology). Recorded in 
1926 and reissued on Okeh, it’s a 
startling record. 

First thing you'll notice is the 
delicacy and taste. There isn’t a 
single note out of place—truly 
amazing when you consider that 
technically the piece is not sim- 
ple and that Bix hadn’t scored it 
at the time he recorded it, this 
being done later by Bill Challis, 
the Pau: Whiteman arranger. 

The disc is laden with ideas. 
Reginald Forsythe used eight bars 
of the middle to write a whole 
tune, “Serenade to a Wealthy 
Widow.” And if you listen to the 
more rhythmic parts, you'll see 
where Jesse Stacy (an intimate 
friend of Bix’s) derived the pian- 
istics that landed him with Benny 
Goodman and Bob Crosby.

China back on its industrial 
feet. The Ford-trained youths 
are first lieutenants to Rewi Al- 
ley, the New Zealander who start- 
ed establishing vest pocket in- 
dustries to revive a China-left de- 
moralized by military invasion, Al- 
ley and Indusco, as his Chinese 
Industrial co-operatives are called, 
have made great advances for 
China’s benefit. 

Virtually all of the technical di- 
rection of the Indusco movement 
is said to be provided by the Chi- 
nese students trained at the Henry 
Ford Trade School, Between 1922 
and 1930, these young men spent 
several years learning mechanics 
and engineering in the Ford Rouge 
plant and its school system. A plan 
worked out between Henry Ford 
and Joseph Bailie, a Californian 
who went to China as a missionary 
and engineer, made the technical 
education possible for the Chinese 
students. Bailie wrote to the au- 
tomobile manufacturer, perspading 
him to’ help supply to a select 
group of 100 students the type of 
training China needed most, Ford 
agreed to the pro enrolled 
the boys in his trade school, and 
gent them back to China a few 
years later as trained mechanics.
